PEACE RESOLUTION 
TANGLED IN POLITICS 


And It May Be Held Up 
Indefinitely—Main Bone 
of Contention Is _ the 
Wording of the Resolu- 
tion. 


Washington, March, 29.—Word 
from the white housethat the pro- 
nosed peace resolution is unaccept- 
able to the president has reached 
dem&crats in the house of repre- 
sentatives. : 

As the result, the peace resolution 
is now entangled in poiitical meshes 
which may tie it up ine finitely. 
The house is miiatabiog tne same 
obstacles in making peace that dis- 
rupted the senate ‘n deai'nzg witih 
the treaty. 

The main bone of contention is 
in the wording of the peace resolid- 
tion, which leaders hoped to have 
on the floor early this week. Pres- 
ent indications are that the resolu- 
tion will be tied up In committee 
at least the rest of the week. 

Democrats would confine the 
scope of the peace resolution to a 
respectful request to.the president 


“‘tTlat he declare a state of peace. 


They would ask him to set a date 
for the end of the state of war. 
Then they would proceed to re- 
peal war time legislat:ve acts one 
by one, dealing with each individ- 


ually, on the theory that a sweep- 


ing repeal might embarrass the 
country. 
Title to German Property. 

For instance, repeal of the alien 
property act would leave title to 
several hundred million dollars 
worth of former German property 
in question. 

The espionage act, and the lever 
food control act must be repealed 
with substitute provisions, it is 
agreed by both democrats and re- 


rublicans. 


However, the republicans would ; 


make the peace resolution 4a sweep- | 
ing affair, setting the date for the 
end of the war, repealing war time 


legislation and accepting the Knox 


senate resolution, which acknowl- 
edges the treaty of Versailles, 6x- 
cepting such parts as ref2r to the 
league of nations. 

Representative Porter, chairman 
of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, was ill today. His absence 
delayed work on the res»iution. 
House Leader Mondell said he did 
not know when the resolution could 
be agred upon. 

Representative Flood, minority 
leader, conferred with Mondell to- 
day. He said the democrats weuld 
not support a sweeping peace reso- 
lution. Democratic ilousa Leader 
Kitchin said he believes the pro- 


‘posed peace resolution is ooth un- 


constitutional and ineffective. 

Democrats in both the house and 
senate charge that the peace reso- 
lution is a political move to embar- 
rass the president and assert that 
Senator Lodge is behind the move- 
ment in the house. Flood charged 
that Lodge is trying to get the 
house to pull the senate out of a 
hole. 

“When this matter was first 
brought to our attention, it was un- 
derstood that the house would not 
act until the senate had passed a 
peace resolution,” said Flood. “Now 


it is being twisted so that the house 


is to act first.” 

\The political battle developing 
around the peace resolution is not 
prom.sing of success for the meéas- 
ure. Though a majority might pass 
a measure in both houses, it is al- 
most certain that a _ two-thrids 
vote could not be mustered if the 
president vetoed it. 

Added to this, the feeling is 
growing that peace legislation 
would be declared unconstitutional 
in the final show-down before the 
supreme court, if the president 
chose to dispute congress authority 
in that field. 

Petition to Wilson. 

*yreantime, the president is to be 
deluged with petitions to compro- 
mise on the treaty in the interests 
of immediate peace. A delegation 
claiming to represent no faction, no 
party and no organization, present- 
ed the white house witha petition 
today, signed by a large number of 
promivent persons urging the presi- 
dent to accept tnose parts of the 
treaty on which he and congress 
could agree and to leave only the 
points of contention over until] the 
campaign. . . 

Administration followers do not 
anticipate any cnange in the presi 
dent’s position, as the result of the 
petition.

M. Meergaard, to form a cabinet. 
It is presumed that M. Meergaard 
has a ministry ready to assume 
office, as M. Zahle has not been 
asked to continue in the interim. 
The Politiken describes the event 
as “a unique coup d’etat in Danish 
constitutional history.” 
The unexpectedness of the down- 
fall of the Zahle ministry is em- 
phasized by the fact that the rigs- 
dag yesterday began the Easter hol- 
iday and most of its members al- 
ready are on the way to their 
homes.

Only Survivor 
Tells of Murder 
Of Her Family 


Pearl May Miller Says 
Marshall Killed Her 
Father, Brother, Sister 
and the Latter’s Baby.

March 
state late tuwday closed 
against Charles Marshall, on trial 
in circuit court here, charged with 
murder, in connection with the kill- 
ing of William Miller, 10-month-old 
Victim of the quadruple murder near 
Amory January 15, of Robert Miller 
and three members of his family, 
after placing Pearl May Miller, 14, 
only survivor of the family, and 
several minor witnesses on the 
stand. 

The girl testified on direct and 
cross-examination that she saw the 
defendant kill the baby. She did not 
see who killed her father, brotmer 
Leonard, 16, and sister Fannie Grees, 
17, mother of the infant, she testi- 
fied, but declared that only three 
shots “were ftred before she saw 
Marshall enter the house and hit 
the baby over the head, 


Followed by Explesion. 

Her direct testimony was chiefly 
a reiteration of her previous nar- 
ratives of the tragedy. After relat- 
ing that the barking of dogs, the 
first warning, was followed quickly 
by an explosion that tore a hole 
through the floor before the fire- 
place about which the family had 
been sitting, stunning her, she said 
that, on regaining her senses, she 
saw her father fall, shot from out- 
side the house,.and then heard the 
shote¢hat ended her brother’s life. 

She saw her sister killed, also shot 
from outside the house, she testified, 
as she was urging her to seek safe- 
ty, and then she climbed into the 
loft, which was not ceiled. 

Looking down through a_ crack, 
she declared, she “saw Charley Mar- 
shall come up through the hole the 
dynamite had made.” 

“He hit the baby over the head 
and. it rolled over head,” she de- 
clared, adding that he then began 


to pour oil over the floor from a4

LaGrange, Ga., March 
cial.)—A dash of eighty miles fm 10 
hours and 10 minutes, an unusual 
glimpse or two at real heroism, @ 
a red letter day of experience in 
real human nature, the consumption 
of eighteen “head” of ham sand- 
wiches, a conception of “live among 
the mud turtles” and many other 
events that rarely befall a man in 
the work-a-day run of life—that 
was Monday for the writer of this 
column. . 

Leaving Atlanta at midnight 
Sunday night with the Red Cross re- 
lief expedition to the storm-swept 
cities of West Point and LaGrange, 
pushing an automobile up intermin- 
able clay hills, wading swollen, mud- 
dy branches and doing divers oth- 
er things that would fall in the 
game category—I made my way 
through this place to West Point 
and back again to LaGrange. 

Ask anybody who made that 
memorable trip—and there were 
twenty-three in the party. They'll 
tell you they saw a lot of widely 
different things that are easy to tell 
about. 

Before continuing the “experi- 
ences,” however, it seems fitting 
that the first space next to the 
usual explanatory note be dedicated 
to the heroism that was displayed 
Monday in the cyclone section. 

The hero of the day was Dr. L. 
D. Askew. of West Point, the man 
that wonderful little city is mourn- 
ing today. In giving up his life 
Sunday afternoon he saved the life 
of a child, and his splendid sacrifice 
is not unknown and unappreciated. 

In company with half a dozen 
others, Dr. Askew was chatting in 
his drug store in West Point when 
the scream that announced the tor- 
nado was heard. Everyone sought 


safety outside, leaving unnoticed in|

LaGrange, Ga., March 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Thirty-six lives lost, about 
200 persons injured and property 
damage totaling two million dol- 
lars resulted in LaGrange and West 
Point from the tornado that swept 
the two cities late Sunday after- 
noon, according to repofts compiled 
by the writer after returning here 
from West Point tonight. 

Of the 36 dead, 12 were white and 
24 negroes, and of the 290 persons 
injured in various ways and de- 
grees, aS a result of the storm, ap- 
proximately 75 were whites. 


LaGrange’s storm casualties were 
7 whites and 19 negroes killed, and 
10 whites and 100 negroes injured. 
Five whites and 5 colored were kill- 
ed in West Point, and 25 whites and 
an equal number of negroes were 
injured in the same city. 

Property damage ip LaGrange, as 
estimtaed by Mayor 8S. H.. Dunson 
and J. H. Edmundson, who is in- 
terested in several cotton mills 
here, will total between a million 
and a million and a quarter dollars. 

West Point’s property losses will 
be in the neighborhood of three- 
quarters of a million dollars, it was 
estimated Monday afternoon by 
Mayor Mark McCulloh.

Attack Prohibition Be- 
fore Supreme Court. 


Washington, March 29.—A possi- 
bility that the supreme court might 
pass final judgement on prohibition 
questions now before it by the mid- 
dle of next month was seen by 
some observers today in the an- 
ounncement that the court recess to 


"be taken at conclussion of argu- 


ments on these cases, probably to- 
morrow, would extend to. April 19 
instead of April 12. The opinion was 


-, @Xpressed by those familiar with the 


court’s procedure that a decision 
might be rendered immediately 
when the court reconvenes. 

Further argument on both sides 
of questions touching validity of 
the constitutional amendment and 
the enforcement act now before the 
court was presented today. They 
were in connection with the origi- 
nal suit breught by New Jersey as 
well as appeals from that state and 
from Wisconsin, Rhode Island, Ken- 
tucky and Massachusetts have al- 
ready been argued and will be con- 
sidered at the same time. 

Elhu Root, representing Christian 
Feigenspen, a brewer of Newark, N. 
J.; Attorney General Thomas F. Mc- 
Cran, of New Jersey, in oposition to 
the constitutional amendment and 
Assistant Attorney General Wiliam 
I. Frierson for the government, ad- 
dressed the court today. 

Mr. Root characterized the prohi- 
tion amendment as new legislation 
made under ‘‘color of an amend- 
ment” after personal rights. If its 
validity was upheld, he said the ef- 
fect would be that the court recog- 
nized in addition to the legislative 
powers of congress and the states, 
a third legislative power, namely, 
enactment of legislation by consent 
of three-fourths of the states, which 
he said would be “perversion not 


only of the word but of the whole 
tone and character of the constitu- 
tion.”

Replying to an inquiry by Assist- 
ant Justice Day, Mr. Root said only 
two ways existed to insert a pro- 
hibition amendment in the constitu- 
tion; to transfer power to regulate 
the liquor traffic to congress 4s 
was done for the original constitu- 
tion. 

“IT contend they have not put that 
power into the hands of the amend- 
ing @¥thorities” Mr. Root said. At-

the 2mendi ont ~as legislative in 
nature £84 revolutionary in charact- 
fe and “as not adopted by two- 
thirds the membership of congress 
nor ratified by three-fourths of tae 
states, owing to referendum provis- 
ions in various state constitutions. 

Attorney General Thomas F. c- 
Cran appeared for New Jersey in 
the state's suit to have the prohi- 
bition amendment declared void and 
the Volstead act unconstitutional. 
Mr. McCran declared the prohibition 
amendment legislative in nature and 
revolué#Onary in character. He 
declared that the eighteenth amend- 
ment was not constitutionally pro- 
posed; that the proposal is subject 
to judicial review; that congress did 
not by two-thirds in numbers of 
hoth houses affirmatively vote for 
the proposal of the resolution; that 
three-fourths of the states have not 
ratified in the constitutional sense. 

No Right in Congress. 

The brief also declared that the 
national prohibition act 18 not ap-~ 
propriate legislation; that there is 
no right in congress to legislate 
outside the words of the amend- 
ment: that the words “beverage 
purposes” sufficiently describe the 
limit within which congress will 
legislate, and that the term “intox- 
icating liquors” is iis own defini- 
tion: that the Volstead law fixing 
ihe standard is oppressive and un- 
constitutional; that the Volstead 
law is unconstitutional in that It 
attempts to interfere with the right 
of physicians and druggists to fur- 
nish liquor; that the institutions 
owned and conducted by the state 
of New Jersey are hampered and 
restricted by the arbitrary act of 
congress. The history of New Jer- 
sey and its relation to the federal 
government, both before and since 
the adoption of the amendment, was 
discussed in the brief, while the 
rights which the states surrendered 
for the purpose of forming a more 
perfect union are detailed at 
length. 

The brief also stated that the 
seventeen amendments to the con- 
stitution prior to the eighteenth, 
“prohibition amendment,” are sub- 
jects relating to the structure and 
form of the government and are not 
amendments revolutionary in char- 
acter and which deprive the states 
of their sovereign powers.

Reply of Government. 

On the government's behalf Mr. 
Frierson reiterated arguments made 
in the Rhode Isiand case that the 
question of the amendment’s validi- 
ty is not justifiable. The eighteenth 
amendment could have been insert- 
ed in the original constitution, and 
for that reason, he said, he could 
see the force of .arguments “that 
it can’t be inserted by amendment.” 
Its effect, he said, was merely to 
give congress authority to enforce 
prohibition in the states. 

Another prohibition case reached 
the court today with the filing of 
appeals by the St. Louis Brewing 
association from federal court de- 
crees dismissing injunction proceed- 
ings brought to prevent prohibition 
officials from interfering with it 
in the manufacture of beer. The 
court granted permission for the 
case’s submission in connection with 
today’s arguments. 

Permission was also given Wayne 
B. Wheeler, general counsel for the 
Anti-Saloon league, to file a brief 
in connection with the pending pro- 
hibition cases. 

Mr. Wheeler contended that the 
“definition” of intoxicating liquors 
embodied in the Volstead act, “is a 
legitimate exercise by congress of 
the power of enforcement conferred 
upon it by the eighteenth amend- 
ment.”

They 
are Attorney General A. Mitchell 
Palmer, Senator Hoke Smith, Sen- 
ator James A. Reed, of Missouri, 
Thomas E. Watson and former Sec- 
retary of State Robert Lansing. 

Clem E. Dunbar, at Palmer. head- 
quarters, said that everything was 
progressing favorably for the at- 
torney general’s campaign. He de- 
clared that favorable answers had 
been received from a large number 
of the people appealed to and that 
a great many had written that they 
did not decide to support Palmer un- 
til Senator Hoke Smith entered the 
race.

It was announuced that Senator 
Smith would open his campaign next 
Monday morning with a speech in 
Reme. He will speak Monday night 
in Dalton. He also intends to speak 


in Gainesville, Commerce, Atlanta, 
Augusta, Macon, Albany and possi-| 
bly other Georgia cities. 


Confers With Watson. 


B. M. Blackburn returned Monday 
after having spent the week-end 
with Thomas E. Watson discussing 
the latter’s entrance into the presi- 
dential primary. 

It was through Mr. Blackburn 
that Mr. Watson authorized the def- 
inite announcement of his candi- 
dacy. 

Concerning his visit to Mr. Wat- 
son, Mr. Blackburn said today: 

“T spent the week-end with Mr. 
Watson, and unlike other visits to 
this hospitable home, it was com- 
bined with politics. Mr. Watson's 
real friends do not object to the 
world knowing when they go to see 
him—and they are not very careful 
to keep it hidden, what and whom 
they discuss. 

“There never has been the slight- 
est basis for the rumor that there was 
any probability of a coalition be- 
tween Senator Smith and Mr. Wat- 
son.

“Mr. Watson will annouce his 
platform in this week’s issue of 
his paper, The Columbia Sentinel. 
and I know that he will not object 


to my saying that it will bristle with 
the live Americanism that will ring 
the Liberty bell.

'that I am stating too much to say 


that if Senator Reed had announced 
his candidacy, that I believe he 
would have received Mr. Watson's 
support. But when Senator Smith 
crowded him off the board, ag it 
were, by his refusing to yield his 
own ambition to the Missouri sen- 
ator who represented the issue of 
principle, there was nothing left 
for Mr. Watson but to bow to what 
amounted to a popular demand on 
the part of thousands of Georgians, 
from every part of the state, and 
allow the use of his name on the 
Straight issue without unrighteous 
compromise.

FEE 1S DECLINED 
BY CAR ARBITER 


Rendered Service, Not for 
Money, But “Solely as a 
Matter of Duty,” Says 
Judge John Humphries. 


Judge John D. Humphries, who 
served as umpire in the recent ar- 
bitration between the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company and the 
local street railway men’s union, has 
declined to accept a fee for his 
services, although it was provided 
in the arbitration agreement that 
such a fee would be forthcoming, 
half of the sum to be paid by the 
company and half by the union. 

In declining to accept a fee, Judge 
Humphries wrote L. Z. Rosser, ar- 
biter for the company, saying that 
he did not render this service for a 
monetary consideration but solely as 
a matter of public duty. He in- 
formed Mr. Rosser that it is not his 
purpose to make a charge for these 
services and that he would not ex- 
pect compensation for them. 

This letter was written by Judge 
‘Humphries in reply to a letter writ- 
ten by. Mr. Rosser in which Mr. Ros- 


ser said the company was ready to 
pay its half of the fee, although he 
had not been able to get co-opera- 
tion from Madison Bell, arbiter for 
the union, about the payment of the 
money. 

Mr. Rosser said he had suggested 
to Mr. Bell that the two arbiters call 
on Judge Humphries in person and 
find out how much ought to be paid 
Judge Humphries as a fee. Failing 
to get co-operation from Mr. Bell, 
he said he wrote Judge Humphries 
asking hig desire in the matter. 


Mr. Rosser’s Letter, 


Following is the letter of Mr. Ros- 
ser to Judge Humphries and Judge 
Humphries’ reply: 

Judge John D. Humpgries, Fulton County 

Courthouse, Atlanta, Ga. 

Dear Judge: The Georgia Railway and 
Power company wishes, in compliance with 
the terms of the recent agreement of arbi- 
tration, to pay you for one-half of your 
services as umpire. ' 

I felt that it would be only fair for Mr. 
Madison Bell and myself together to take 
up this matter with you. To that end, I 
suggested to Mr. Bell that we call in per- 
son upon you and learn from you what you 
thought ought to be paid.

ARREST IS MADE 


J. H. Malone, Vice Presi- 
dent of Virginia Oil and 
Gas Corporation, Must 
Stand Trial in Laurens 
County. 


J. H. Malone, vice president of 
the Virginia Oil and Gas corpora- 
‘tion, was arrested here Monday on 
a& Warrant from Laurens county 
“harging his with violation of the 
*ue-sky” law. He was incarcerated 
in tne Tower to await the arrival of 
the sheriff of Laurens county. D. 
l.. Butts, president of the organiza- 
tion, was arrested in Washington 
county several days ago and re- 
leased on bail 

This is the first criminal] case to 
be made against alleged violators 
of the Georgia “blue-gky”’ law, and 
it will be vigorously prosecuted by 
residents of Laurens county who 
elaim to have been cheated out of 
$40,000 for shares of stock sold 
them. The concern which they rep- 
resent has no license to sell stock 
in Georgia. 

According to reports made to 
Secretary of State McLendon, it is 
a company chartered under the 
laws of Virginia, with a minimum 
Capital stock of $5,000 and an un- 
authorized maximum capitalization 
of $100,000 at $1 par value per 
share. The addresses of the officers 
are given as Devereaux, Milledge- 
ville and Buckhead, all in Georgia. 

According to the stock statement 
filed with the Vorginia corporation 
commission, they proposed to issue 
24,100 Shares of common stock, 
15,000 Shares to be offered to the 
public at $1 each, and 5,100 shares 
to be issued for land in Henrico 
county, Virginia, described in a deed 
from W. H. Malone and D. L. Butts. 
D, L. Butts, J. H. Malone, H. L 
Malone and W. H. Malone were as- 
signed 1,250 shares each of fully 
paid and non-assessable stock and 
100 shares were issued to C. T. 
Croker. 

Since securing the charter in Au- 
gust, 1917, no report has been made 
to the Virginia corporation commis- 
gion. All of the assets held by the 
company in Virginia appear to be 
the tract of land, for which the 
company’s attorney stated that 
$2.500 had been paid.

FOR ARKANSAS RIOT 


Little Rock, Ark., March 29.—The 
Arkansas supreme court today af- 
firmed death sentences imposed of 
six of the twelve negroes convicted 
in connection with the 
uprising at Elaine, Ark., last Oc- 
tober, and reversed and remanded 
for new trial the cases against the 
other six because of failure of the 
verdicts in their cases to specify 
whether they were convicted of 
first or second-degree murder. 

Five white men were killed and 
three were wounded in the out- 
break. Thase killed were W. A. Ad- 
kins. James A. Tappan, Clinton Lee, 
O. R. Lilly and Corporal Luther 
Yarle. The number of negroes kill- 
ed has been estimated at 15 to 2 
The negroes sentenced to death 
were Ed Coleman, Frank Hicks, Joa 
Fox, William Wordlow. Albert 
Giles. Ed Hicks, Frank Moore, Joe 
K. Knox. John Martin, Paul Hall, 
Alfred Banks, Jr.. and Ed Ware. In 
addition. 63 were given sentences 
in prison ranging from ene to 
twenty-one years. 

The disorder had its beginning 
on the night of September 30 last, 
when 100 or more armed negroes 
gathered in a small church at Hoop 
Spur, Ark., at night to discuss ways 
of redressing wrongs they felt they 
had suffered at the hands of the 
white people of the community. 

Negro sentries stationed about 
the church fired upon a deputy 
sheriff’s automobile, killing W. A, 
Adkins. This precipitated the “in- 
surrection.” which the negroes had 
planned to start a few days later. 
Seventy-five negroes were, hastily 
gathered together and on tte fol- 
lowing day some of their number 
fired upon a crowd of white people 
gathered at the scene of the Ad- 
kins’ killing. The negroes then 
scattered into the swamps, but 
were rounded up and captured by 
federal troops. One group of the 
negroes attempted to take a ma- 
chine gun manned by regulars, and 
all but one of the negroes were 
killed.

But it took Reed only a few days 
to find out that his name would 
carry nowhere in Georgia; that his 
candidacy for the presidential nom- 
ination In this state would end as 
disastrously as did that of Hard- 
wick for the senatorship in 1918.

THE PINK WORM. 


The state board of entomology 
has acted wisely in deferring ac- 
tion upon the suggestion of an em- 
bargo against Texas cotton pending 
the federal conference in relation 


to the pink bol] worm situation, to 
be held in Washington on April 6. 

While it is true that every rea- 
sonable precaution should be taken 
against this destructive cotton par- 
asite, precipitate or hasty action 
could easily do serious injury. 

The pink boll worm is said to be 
even a more deadly pest than is 
the boll weevil. 

Up to this time, however, it has 
made its appearance in only a com- 
paratively small part of the cotton- 
producing area of Texas, and that 
along the gulf. . 

Alarmed at the danger of its 
spreading, other states are carefully 
studying the situation, and the fed- 
eral government has taken the mat- 
ter up. 

For Georgia and other southern 
textile states to bar Texas cotton 
would be to place the whole of that 
state’s crop at the disposal of New 
England spinners, because New 


England grows no cotton and the 
pink worm and the boll weevil have 
no terrors for New England. 

Shutting Texas cotton out of the | 
textile states of the south and di- 
verting it to New England would 
play havoc with the mills of this 
section, which to a large extent 
rely upon raw cotton from that 
state to enable them to operate at 
full capacity. 

Since the pink boll worm situa- 
tion is to be threshed out, and plans 


ered at a conference of federal au- 
thorities only a few days hence, it 
was wise for the state to postpone 
any action upon this matter until 
the federal government has had an 
opportunity to make a careful in- 
vestigation and report on the situ- 
ation. 

At most it is a question of but 
a few days. 3 

Whatever is necessary to protect 
the cotton growers of the state 
should be and must be done; but 
in 2 matter of such importance 
careful deliberation is necessary.

If you do not feel competent to 


teach the boy the truths of life, then. 


obtain the assistance of your physi- 
cian.

There are very helpful books 
which a father, or a mother, may 
read for suggestions how to instruct 
children. One of the best I have yet 
seen is “The Parents’ Guide,” by O.

Sheriff Lowry Will Go 
After Delinquents, Be- 
ginning April 1-—Mc- 
Lendon Reports There 
js No Excuse for Fur- 
ther Leniency,

While, owing to unforeseen exi- 
Fencies in the offite of secretary 
of state, sheriffs have indulged 
those who failed to secure autommo- 
bile tags during the month ot 
March, no more grace will bé ex- 
tended and Sheriff Lowry announced 
yesterday that his deputies would 
arrest promptly every driver ot a 
car who appeared on the 
highways without a 1920 tag atter 
April 1. 

Secretary of State McLendon yes- 
terday got out a letter to the sher- 
iffs of the state, telling them that 
his office had caught up in sup- 
plying tags and that there would ve 
_- no excuse for any automobilist ap- 
pearing without a tag after this 
month, By last night Mr. McLen- 
don said his office had supplied 116,- 
000 tags of the current year and 
every tag was being sent out now 


on the day the application for it! 


was received. 
Mr. McLendon’s letter follows: 
March 29, 1020. 

To Georgia Sheriffs: The contract for 
supplying automobile tags for the year 1920 
was let to the Grimm Stamp and Badge coi- 
pany of St. Louis, Mo., a responsible con- 
yern which has been in business for oyer 
45 years. This contract was let at prices 
for tags, badges, etc., which enabled the 
*tate to purchase for the year 1920 at $3,500 
less than was paid in 1919. 

The manufacturers, however, had last win- 
ter labor trouble, then a shortage of paper, 
then a fire, and later on an express embar- 
ko. These embarrassments prevented their 
complete delivery of tags according to con- 
tract. The correspondence on the subject of 
am delay is open to your inspection in this 
office, 

When the first of March arrived this de- 
partment had received only 75,000 out of the 
125,000 tags contracted for. On the first 
of March this office had about 25,000 or 
50,000 letters which had accumulated with- 
in a few days, aid still there were more 
than 25,000 owners who had not filed their 
upplications. It became the duty of the 
sheriffs, under Section 18 of the motor ve- 
hicle law, to arrest all persons violating 
any of the provisions of that act. There 
were, therefore, over 50,000 owners without 
1920 tags after the first of March. For 
155 sheriffs to arrest 50,000 people was a 
physical impossibility. To have arrested her 
citizens for not having tags, under the cir- 
curnistances, would have been inconsistent 
with the dignity and justice of the state. 
Through no fault of this department, but en- 
tirely on account of misfortunes which had 
overtaken the manufacturers, the state did 
not have the tags to deliver. 

Under these circumstances and believing it 
to be the just and proper thing to do, I 
wrote all the sheriffs on March 3, advising 
them not to make arrests for the lack of a 
1920 tag prior to the first of April. I did 
not think it advisable at the time of writing 
my letter of March $ to give the reasons 
which I now give you. 

This office, by tonight, whl have sent | 
out about 116,000 tags and will not have 
in the office an unfilled application, except 
such as may come in in the mail today too 
late for attention. The state cannot pors- 
sibly lose a dollar on account of the imdul- 
gence you have given the people for the 
reason that you will have nine months in the 
year of 1920 and two months in 1921 in 
which to arrest and prosecute all persons 
Operating vehicles without a 1920 tags. In- 
stead of 50,000 delinquents, you wijl now 
have to deal with less than 10,000, for this 
department has sent out’ more than 40,000 
tacs since the first of March. 

I give you this information at this time 
because it is proper to do so, and in orden 
that you may fully understand the motives 
which prompted me to give you advice ant 
met instructions, Any person, after the first 
wf April, will have no excuse for not hav- 
ing a 1920 tag, and I have the fullest con- 
fidence that the sheriffs of Georgia will, 
each and ail’ of them, discharge their duties.

BOLSHEVIK AGENTS. 
WORKING IN FRANCE 


Paris, Mareh 29.—Senator Henry 
Cheron, former under-secretary of 
war, asked in the senate today 
what measures the government in- 
tended to take against bolshevik 
propoganda in France condueted by 
Frenchmen. Misguided citizens, he 
said, were methedically organizing 
a revolution. 

The senator cited the socialist 
federation congress in February, 
where nearly ten thousand votes 
supported the motion of M. Loriot 
in favor of a proletariat dictator- 
ship, the istallation of soviets and 
an armed insurrection. 

After describing the soviet regime 
as ae dictatorship of one class 
which suppressed the rights of all 
other classes, Senator Cheron de- 
clahed that exactly the same meth- 
ods were being used in France as 


_ those which preceded the coming 


of bolshevism in Russia. 

The police, according to Senator 
Cheron, were trying to transform 
their professional association into 
a trades union. At this point, Min- 
ister of Interior Steeg intervened, 
sayong he had told the police asso- 
ciation this morning that the \gov- 
ernment would not permit such a 
transformation. 

Senator Cheron resumed, de- 
nouncing the bolshevik propaganda 
amone the railread men and em- 
ployees of the postal service, which 
he said was intended to paralyze 
these two services, He called on the 
government to declare clearly that 
such propaganda must case.

W. Schroeder, the army pilot who 
reached an altitude of 36,020 feet 
In February and was taken uncon- 
scious from his machine after fall- 
ing nearly five miles before he 
righted his plane, probably was 
overcome by exhaust gases from his 
engine and not by lack of oxygen. 
according to an announcement to- 
day by the air service.

The officer is still on sick leave. 
His eyes, frozen by the tempera- 
tures through which he passed, have 
improved, but he is suffering from 
enlargement of the heart due to his 
experience.

MEXICAN OWL DEGREE

tive or naturalized citizens of Mex- 
ico and companies formed under 
Mexican law will be granted con-. 
cessions under the new ruling. The 
concessions will be temporary, pend- 
ing the passage of legislation on 
the subject by the Mexican con- 


the royalties, the time in which de- 
velopment work must be done, and 
prevents dimunition of output. 

“Concessions are to be granted 
only to native or nautralized Mex- 
icans or to companies organized 
under Mexican laws, with first pre- 
ference to those having authority 
to develope lands adjoining federa: 
zones,” says the state department 
summary. “Proprietors of adjoining 
lands who do not have concessions 
for exploitation of its subsoil, have 
next preference, with owners or ex- 
ploiters of the areas within a dis- 
tance of two kilometers, accorded 
third preference in the granting of 
these federal concessions. The valid- 
ity of the concessions is limited 
to ten years. Petitions for conces- 
sions and for denunciation proceed- 
ings in oil regions must be pub- 
lished. 

“Di iblling of wells. must begin 
within five years from date of 
grant of concession, one well for 
every two kilometers, or fraction. 
The first well is to be completed 
within the first year. 

“The annual rental change is fixed 
at 100 pesos for every kilometer or 
fraction. kvyalty charges huised on 
daily production are for the first 
1,000 cubic meters or less, 5 per 
cent; 1,000-2,000 cubic meters, three 
and one-tenth per cent; 2,000-5,000 
cubic meters, three and fifteen-hun- 
dredths, and 5,000 or more, twenty 
per cent. 

“If the concessionaires do not ob- 
tain fifty per cent of the capacity 
of the wells, the government may 
nevertheless, secure the royalty for 
its own account. The concessfon- 
aires must deposit 1,000 pesos for 
each kilometer or fraction ih excess 
of 500 meters, which shall be re- 
imbursed on the obtainment of oil 
from the first well. . 

“The concessionaires may be re- 
quircd to sell the petroleum to the 
government, should pubuic necessity 
so demand, which shall be at ex- 
isting prices at production places, 
ard they are prohibited from alien- 
ating, transferring or hypothecat- 
ing the concessions, franchises, or 
other rights obtained to foreign 
companies or foreign governments, 
and they are not permitted to take 
in partners, any such foreign com- 
panies, states or governments. They 
are also prevented from transfer- 
ring concessions to corporations or 
individuals without the sanction of 
authorities, which last requirment 
becomes problematic in case of all 
concessions granted in the future. 

“The installation and the conces- 
sions may be adjudged yoid in the 
case of failure to comply with the 
provisions for the drilling or pay- 
ment of royaities or rental charges, 
violation of provisions relative to 
the transfer of the concessions, the 
admission of partoers, or in case of 


practicing fraud against fiscal in- 


terests, or whére they pray for the 
protection of other governments.” 


RAIL UNIONS 10 QUIT 
TU AID CLERK STRIKERS 


Roanoke, Va., March 2?9.—Members 
of six local labor unions employed 
by the Norfolk and Western railway 


voted at a mass meeting tanight to 
strike tomorrow in sympathy with 
the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
members of which organization 
walked out last week because of an 
alleged insult to a woman worker. 

The result of the meeting were 
announced by C. lL. Bentley, secre- 
tary of the Central Trades and La- 
bor Council, under whose auspices 
the session was held. Only mem- 
bers of organized labor were per- 
mitted to attend. 

According to Mr. Bentley the 
meeting revealed that 1,600 union- 
ists of all crafts in the local West 
End shops of the railroad left their 
jobs late today. The decision of the 
employees to strike tomorrow, he 
said, came in the nature of an ulti- 
matum, which will be given the rail- 
road company. This, he said, will 
require that the company “adjust 
in a satisfactory manner” griev- 
ances of the clerks before noon to- 
morrow, or the walkout will fol-

night that only twenty machinists 
in the local shops of the company 
quit their work today. He added 
that the bollermakers and pipe-fit- 
ters early today walked out, but 
soon returned to their jobs and 
were working full force when the 
evening shop whistle blew. 

While officials of the clerks’ 
union claimed tonight that 95 per 
cent of their members are out, com- 
pany officers assert only 1,165 have 
remained away. 

Company officials added that va- 
cancies are rapidly being filled in 
many departments, and-in others 
where they consider the work of 
clerks’ surplus’ no effort will be 
made to fill vacancies, 

According to Mr. Bentley the fol- 
lowing crafts voted tonight to join 
the clerks in their walkout: 

Machinists, boilermakers, carmen, 
electrical workers, moulders and 
blacksmiths. 

The clerks walked out to enforce 
a demand that two non-union clerks 
charged by them with insulting a 
woman clerk be discharged. The 
management of the railroad an- 
nounced several days ago that aft- 
er an investigation of the case noth- 
ing had been disclosed that would 
warrant such action.

How the Tides Are Caused. 


(From Leslie’s.) 
For a long time it has been known 


that the moon is a large factor in 
causing the tides, but it was not 
known until much 
sun also is a factor. There are two 
principal tides during each season— 
the so-called “‘spring” tides, and the 
“neap” tides. The spring tides are 
the high ideas, and the neap tides 
those which are especially low. 


moon, and, of course, the moon, be- 
ing so much nearer the earth, has 
a greater influence than the sun. 
The theory in few words is simplv 
this: When the sun and the moon 
pull in the same direction, we have 
especially high tides on that side of 
the earth on which this double grav- 
itational pull is exerted; while, if 
the sun and the moon pull in oppo- 
site directions, or at right angles 
to one another, then the tides will 
be low. The theory is that when 
the sun and moon pull together, in 
one straight line, their combined 
pull causes the water on that side 
of the earth to rise higher than it 
usually would; while if their pulls 
are in different directions, they will 
tend to neutralize one another, to a 
certain extent. It is a curious fact 
that full lunar tides occur on the 
side of the earth opposite the moon, 
at the same time as on the side 
nearest to it! The reason for this is 
not at first clear, and one would in- 
cline to believe the contrary. The 
reason is that the gravitational pull 
exerted upon the water is also ex- 
erted to a certain extent upon the 
solid earth; and the whole earth is 
pulled toward the moon, with the 
result that the water on the oppo- 
site side of the earth is, as it were, 
“left behind.” It is also a little- 


known fact that the surface of the 


“sea level’—is not the 
same the world over, but that the 
water is influenced by the moun- 
tains and bodies of land. Professor 
Hull has estimated that the gravita- 
tional attraction of the Andes moun- 
tains is sufficient to raise the sea- 
level on the west coast of South 
America 2,000 feet higher than the 
sea-level at the Sandwich Islands! 
Tidal phenomena are modified where 
rivers enter the sea, and by config- 
uration of coast line and depth of 
water. Tidal waves should not be 
confused with ordinary tides.

One teaspoon of lemon juice. 

Beat to mix and then use two 
tablespoons of cornstarch and suf- 
ficient XXXX sugar to make an 
icing that will spread without run- 
ning. Beat hard for five minutes 
and then color the desired shade 
with pure fruit colorings. Now 
dip the eggs and set them on wax 
paper to dry.’ 

_ This icing can be used for writ- 
ing names or dates on the eggs. 

To write names, ete. make a 
cornucopia, by using a good grade 
of writing paper, cut a tiny hole 
in the end of the cornucopia not 
muruch larger than the head of a 
large pin and then squeeze the icing 
through the hole and proceed to 
Write the name on the egg. 

To Checolate Dip Kgg. 

Use sweet or dot_chocolate for 
Melt in a double boil- 
er at a very low temperature, add- 
ing to each one-half pound of.choc- 
olate, a piece of paraffine the size 
of a walnut and 

One tablespoon of butter, 

One teaspoen of vanilla, 

One-quarter teaspoon of 
mon.

Understand Baths, 

Sometimes the physician in out- 
lining a course of ‘tre&¥uent in 
which bathing plays an important 
part may not realize that the home 
nurse probably does not know what 
degree of heat or cold is intended 
in speaking of “warm,” “tepid” or

water. A warm bath is restful,

Admiral Grant Tells of 
the Condition of the 
U-Boats and Battleships 
in April, 1917.

Washington, March 29.—American 

submarines and many second line 
battleships were not in condition 
for war service in April 1917, Rear 
Admiral A. W. Grant, then com- 
manding the submarine force, today 
told the senate committee investi- 
gating charges against the navy ce- 
partment’s conduct of the war. The 
submarines were too small, of too 
short cruising . radius,, mounted 
small guns and contained poorly de- 
signed engines, the officer testified, 
while the batleships required com- 
plete overhaul to fit them for serv- 
ice. 

Admiral Grant commanded the 
submarine force for twa years prior 
to the war and later commanded 
part of the battleship force of the 
Atlantie Fleet with the rank of vice 
admiral. He testified that begin- 
ning in 1915 he had urged construc- 
tion of eight hundred submersibles, 


' but received no support in the de-

Later, he said. the. 800 ton Ddoats 
were authorized and bujlt.

“If the German fleet had broken 
through the British fleet in the 
summer of 1917, would your force 
have been in condition te meet tha 
enemy?” asked the chairman. 

“We would have gone out. and 
done the best we could, but it 
wouldn't have been much,” was the 
officers reply. - 

In reply to a question to Senator 
Trammell, democrat, Florida, the 
witness said that the ships of his 
force did go to sea and performed 
practically the same duty during 
the war as newer vessles. He testi- 
fied he supposed “they were as ef- 
fective as the more modern ships 
in thig war.”

New York university prohibited his 
appearance On its premises to which 
had been invited by a body of 
former soldiers who de- 


wertcome. 

This invitation to 
fighter was extended by 
board students, Post 750 of the 
American legion, composed of 200 
ex-service men, and was the first 
ormal recognition given Carpentier 
by American veterans. It is ex- 
pected that other posts throughout 
the country will follow suit. 

News that Carpentier was to ap- 
peur on the university grounds to be 
honored by the’ soldier-students| 
spread like wildfire. Class rooms 
were rapidly deserted. Freshmen, 
seniors and a bevy of co-eds jostled 
each other on their hurried way for 
a glimpse of the European cham- 
pion. It was in the midst of the ex- 
odus that.the faculty issued its dic- 
tum barring Carpentier from the 
premises. 

“No prize fighter, no matter who 
he is, will be allowed to disrupt the 
work of the university classes,” was 
the edict issued by the faculty, and

Arrangements Had Been Made. | 


Arrangements had been made by 
the ex-service men to have him 
come to the university to receive an 
honorary membership in the post, 
but it was later learned the by- laws 
would not permit of this. Then it 
was decided to at least extend to 
him the hand of fellowship. When 
the faculty frowned upon his com- 
ing to the university grounds other 
hasty arrangements were necessary. 


Chaplain Petty, of the 
Memorial church, who is a member

with an offer to have the ceremony | 


“pulled off” in the church. 

In the meantime the faculty had 
stationed Superintendent Hane and 
a corps of janitors at all entrances 
to the university with orders to op- 


pose Carpentier’s entrance. The ma-' 


jority of the student body, which 
had vacated the classes when the 
news of Carpentier’s coming was 
first reported, were not considered 
amenable to the faculty’s  subse- 
quent ruling that “anybody 
leaves the 
Carpentier will be summarily 
pelled.” One’member of the faculty, 
Professor Jordan, who holds 
chair of finance, went so far as to 
lock his class room doors to pre- 
vent the students leaving. 

The resolution to make Carpen- 
tier a life-time honorary member of 
dhe post was proposed by John Cox, 
formerly of New Orleans, a recent 
candidate for the Louiisiana state 
legislature, and now a member of 
the New York University post. The 
passage of such a resolution would 
have been possible except that a

IN NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans,. March 29.—The 
opening in cotton was higher today 
and the advance persisted through- 
out the session, highest prices being 
reached toward the end when the 
active months were 53 to 69 points 
over last week’s final quotations. 
The close was 36 to 69 points higher, 
net, for the day. Unfavorablé weath- 
er and a continued large export 
movement were mainly responsible 
for the demand. Shorts were dis- 
posed to cover and an important 
new demand arose for long account. 

The storms in the belt over Sun- 
day and the heavy rains east of the 
Mississippi river caused an accurnu- 
lation of buying orders on the open- 
ing and in the early trading ad- 
vances of about half a cent a pound 
were scored. Realizing caused 
the advance, 
but each recession seemed to tempt 
buyers into the market. Bullish 
sentiment was constantly stimulated 
by general complaint of lack of 
labor, some sections of the _ belt 
claiming that much land would lie 
idle because of the want of hands 
to work it.
